proposals over a 12-week 
consultation period that 
will end on December 
19.The proposal docu¬ 
ment says that A & E and 
paediatric services are 
both particularly affected 
by difficulty in recruiting 
doctors, and that as a 
result, there will have to 
be more centralisation. 

The plans talk about 
introducing either four or 
five hospitals which will 
be called ‘regional cen¬ 
tres’. Other hospitals 
will, inevitably, be down¬ 
graded. For instance, an 
A & E department could 
become a minor injuries 
unit. 

Therefore, the status 
of the Princess of Wales 
will depend on whether it 
becomes a south Wales 
regional centre, and 
opponents of the plan, 
particularly local 

Conservative AMs, are 
not optimistic that it will. 

It appears that three 
hospitals, the University 
Hospital of Wales, 
Cardiff, Morriston in 
Swansea, and a new 
Specialist Critical Care 
Centre (SCCC) at 
Cwmbran are almost cer¬ 
tain to be chosen. 

This means that either 
one, or perhaps two, of 
the Princess of Wales, the 
Royal Glamorgan at 
Llantrisant and the 
Prince Charles Hospital 
in Merthyr could be des¬ 
ignated a regional centre. 

If just one is chosen, it 
does not look good for 
Bridgend, situated as it is 
halfway between 

Swansea and Cardiff. 

The Royal Glamorgan 
has the advantage of 
being convenient for the 
larger communities in the 
Rhondda and Cynon val¬ 
leys.

Pyle man jailed for 
stealing 78-year-old 
woman’s pension 


A 78-YEAR-OLD 
woman was 
attacked and 
robbed a minute 
after collecting 
her pension from 
a post office. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, the man respon¬ 
sible, Darren Dinham, 
42, of Pyle Road, Pyle, 
was jailed for six years, 
eight months. 

Dinham, who 
appeared via a video 
link from prison, admit¬ 
ted robbing Cynthia 
Blight, inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm on her, 
and taking her vehicle 
without consent. 

Said Judge Philip 
Richards: “You have 
allowed yourself to 
become beholden to 
heroin. That fact does 
not help your unfortu¬ 
nate victim.” 

He told him to reflect 
on how he would have 
felt if he had been 
robbed of his pension. 

“You targeted a high¬ 
ly vulnerable victim,” 
he said. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said the robbery 
occurred near the Co-op 
supermarket in Pyle. 

Mrs Blight had 
drawn her pension and 
Dinham stood behind 
her and followed her. 
She collected £125 at 
3pm on August 20. 

As she was walking 
through the car park, 
she felt a hand on her 
shoulder. 

“Suddenly, she was 
attacked,” said Mr 
Warren. 

Dinham attempted to 
take her handbag, caus¬ 
ing her to spin around. 


“She was dragged to 
the ground, and fell on 
her face,” said Mr 
Warren. 

Dinham grabbed the 
bag and went towards 
her car. 

A witness later told 
the police he did not 
believe what was hap¬ 
pening and shouted at 
Dinham to leave the 
woman alone. 

Dinham said: “If you 
come near me. I’ll kill 
you.” 

He got in the car, 
started the engine and 
drove off at speed. Mrs 
Blight lay on the 
ground injured. 

The car was later 
recovered in 
Coy church. 

Mrs Blight was taken 
to the Princess of Wales 
Hospital and treated for 
a broken arm, severe 
bruising, swellings, and 
grazing to both knees. 

She was in a shocked 
and upset state. 

Dinham was arrested 
shortly after in 
Bridgend. He said: “I 
admit I did it. I need to 
go back to jail. It’s the 
stupidest thing I’ve ever 
done.” 

He said he had gone 
to Pyle to ‘sign on’ for 
benefits, but when he 
spotted Mrs Blight he 
had “the mad idea” to 
steal her bag. 

He claimed he didn’t 
see her falling over, and 
had later gone to 
Wildmill and bought a 
large amount of heroin 
and food. 

He was said to have 
convictions for burgla¬ 
ry, taking vehicles, 
theft, escaping from 
custody, driving 
offences, aggravated 


criminal damage, pos¬ 
sessing heroin and pub¬ 
lic order offences. 

Said his counsel, 
Hugh Wallace: “The 
only real mitigation is 
his guilty plea. No 


weapon was used and 
the victim was vulnera¬ 
ble. It was a ridiculous 
offence because every¬ 
one in the area knows 
Dinham. 

“His victim’s injuries 


were not caused by 
being struck, but by 
being pulled to the 
ground. For him, rob¬ 
bery is out of character. 
He was desperate for 
money to buy heroin.” 


Mother and son 
handled ‘stolen’ 
diamond ring 


A MOTHER and son have 
been convicted at Cardiff 
Crown Court of handling 
stolen goods after trying to sell 
a £1,400 five-diamond ring. 

Maria Simons, 52, of Bryn Road, 
Tondu, was given a conditional dis¬ 
charge for a year, while her son, 
Andrew Simons, 24, a production 
planner, of Highmead, Bridgend, was 
made subject to a community order 
involving 80 hours unpaid work. He 
was also ordered to pay costs of £750. 

Both defendants were said to have 
no previous convictions. Each admit¬ 
ted handling stolen goods. 

Recorder Christopher Lewis told 
the pair: “This was a serious offence, 
though you were not involved in the 
original taking of the ring. 

“It was an impulsive crime and you 
are both equally guilty.” 

Helen Roddick, prosecuting, said 
Amanda Chilcott went to Ynysawdre 
Leisure Centre and lost her ring. It had 
been given to her by her husband on 
her 40th birthday. She had put it on her 
locker key rubber band. 

The next day, she realised she didn’t 
have it, returned to the leisure centre, 
and reported the matter to the police. 

She also went to various jewellers 
in Bridgend and gave a description of 
the ring. 

Ms Roddick said the defendants 
went to one jeweller in the town and 
asked for a valuation. The staff 
became suspicious and believed it 
belonged to Mrs Chilcott. 


The two later went to another jew¬ 
eller, and again the staff became suspi¬ 
cious after Maria Simons said she had 
found the ring on a beach with the aid 
of a metal detector. 

The two went to a third jeweller and 
were given a valuation of £120. 

That jeweller was told by Maria 
Simons that it had belonged to her late 
mother, and the police were contacted. 

When the police went to Maria 
Simons’ home, they were told it had 
been found in a gymnasium car park. 

She denied saying that she wanted 
to sell it, and had been eager to find 
the owner. 

Andrew Simons said the ring was 
found by his then girlfriend, Nicole 
Jones, whom he has since married, and 
it had not been an intention to sell it. 

Their barrister, Claire Wilkes, said: 
“They now do not retract they were 
going to sell it. They retained the ring 
for two days, believing it was stolen. 

“Each now has a conviction for dis¬ 
honesty. They are truly ashamed of 
their actions. They never believed in 
their wildest dreams they would be in 
such a position. There was no sophis¬ 
tication or planning.” 

Nicole Jones, 23, denied a charge of 
theft. The prosecution offered no evi¬ 
dence against her and a not guilty ver¬ 
dict was recorded. 

The recorder pointed out that Maria 
Simons was not fit enough to do 
unpaid work and had no financial 
means.

AMERICAN singer 
songwriter Eve Selis 
plays the Grand 
Pavilion, Porthcawl, 
on a tour that coin¬ 
cides with her latest 
Album, entitled Family 
Tree on Wednesday, 
October 10. 

On the evidence of the 
review copy supplied to 
The GEM, an evening 
with Eve Selis should be 
a musical treat. 

It is an opinion 
shared by none other 
than ‘Whispering’Bob 
Harris, who said: “Eve 
is a deeply creative, car¬ 
ing artist who gives 
everything to her craft. 

“As a live performer 
she is awesomely power¬ 
ful, as a recording artist 
she is both sensitive and 
strong. ” 

Go to Eve’s website 
and you will see she 
classes herself as 
‘Americana ’ - but this is 
a little misleading. 

Increasingly, artists 
are using this category 
as a way of avoiding the 
word ‘country’, because 
the likes of Tammy 
Wynette still cast a shad¬ 
ow. 

Eve has won seven 
San Diego Music Awards 
in ‘Americana and Adult 
Alternative ’ but the real¬ 
ity is that, on the evi¬ 
dence of Eamily Tree, 

Eve sits comfortably in 
what used to be called 
country rock. 

Think of the Eagles or 
Linda Ronstadt, but with 
vocals by Bonnie Raitt 
and you have a pretty 
good idea of how Eve 
sounds with her band on 
the album. 

She has co-written the 
songs with a variety of 
artists, although the 
name that crops up most 
frequently is Marc 
Intravia. 

In Porthcawl, she will 
be joined on stage by 
Marc, rather than the 
five-piece band on the 
album.

Maybe not quite as 
good as Renee 
Fleming’s, but she really 
does put emotion into 
the lyric. 

Eamily Tree is an 
album that sounds good 
on first listen, and then 
gets stronger. All the 
signs are that Eve Selis 
is on the up and up, and 
in two years time, I 
doubt if Porthcawl will 
be on her tour itinerary.

Three rescued from 
sea in gale force winds 


TWO male surfers and a male 
swimmer needed to be rescued 
by the Porthcawl RNLI crew, 
during a force eight to nine 
storm, at 5.20pm on Tuesday 
(October 2). 

Eortunately, two RNLI crew were 
at Porthcawl Lifeboat station when 


swimmer and body boarder. The 
lifeboat then returned to pick up the 
third surfer, who had managed to 
climb onto the rocks at the end of the 
eastern arm of the harbour, and 
brought him ashore.” 

The two surfers were Gareth 
Edwards of Aberkenfig and Gavin

being swept out towards the light¬ 
house. 

While Chris Page prepared for the 
launch of the Atlantic 85 lifeboat, 
Chris Missen prepared to throw a life 
line from the breakwater to prevent 
the swimmer from being swept into 
the open sea where conditions would 
have made it difficult to survive. 

He said: “I managed to shout to the 
surfer on the body board and asked 
him to try and get close to the swim¬ 
mer to help support him and offer 
some floatation. I then managed to 
throw a rescue line to them and got 
them to hang on to prevent further 
drifting towards the lighthouse. 

“Within minutes the lifeboat 
arrived on scene and picked up the 


Gareth told shore crew how diffi¬ 
cult it had been to hang onto the life¬ 
line thrown to him with the current 
dragging them out along the breakwa¬ 
ter towards the lighthouse. 

Spokesperson Ian Stroud said: “All 
three casualties were treated back at 
the lifeboat station for the effects of 
the cold. 

“The male swimmer besides suffer¬ 
ing from the effects of the cold sea 
had also sustained several cuts and 
grazes from being swept against the 
breakwater. All three were extremely 
lucky that our two crewmen were at 
the lifeboat station at the time and had 
seen them in difficulties.” 


Porthcawl GP 
completes epic 
marathon ride 
to aid charity 


PORTHCAWL GP 
Dr Tim Eales 
recently completed 
a mammoth cycle 
ride from John 
O’Groats to Land’s 
End - a ride that 
took 13 days, 
despite averaging 85 
miles a day. 

Thanks to support 
from his family, friends, 
patients and local busi¬ 
ness, the amount raised 
for Cancer Research UK 
has already passed 
£7.000. 

Dr Eales told The 
GEM: “I did the ride for 
two reasons. Eirst, it was 
in memory of Gill 
Crouch, who was the 
practice manager here in 
Porthcawl, and who died 
of cancer five years ago. 

“Also, I turned 50 this 
year so it seemed like a 
good challenge to set 
myself.” 

Dr Eales is a keen 
cyclist, so training for the 
ride was a case of gradu¬ 
ally increasing the 
mileage he was doing. 

Although many 
cyclists tend to join up 
with a like-minded 
group, he decided to 
cover the route solo, 
although he was joined 
by a friend for the last 
day or two as he 
approached Land’s End. 

He said: “Scotland is 
definitely the hardest part 
of the route. The prevail¬ 
ing wind at this time of 
year is likely to be 
against you, and that 
proved to be the case. 

“I did take the scenic 
route, and that meant 
there were lots of hills, 
wind and rain.” 

After crossing the bor¬ 
der, the roads became 
easier and, apart from 
very stiff legs every 
morning, things went 
fairly smoothly. 

He added: “I did have 
one crash when the front 
tyre punctured. I went 
over the handlebars, but I 
was lucky and escaped 
injury!”

Local museum helps 
Norwegian family to pay 
their last respects 



A PRIVATE 
wreath-laying cere¬ 
mony took place 
near Porthcawl 
recently, in memo¬ 
ry of five crew 
members of the SS 
Stalheim, who were 
lost when, just a 
few minutes after 
departure, the ship 
struck a German 
mine on July 31, 
1940, just 100 
metres outside Port 
Talbot Docks. 

Apart from the five 
seamen who were 
killed, 13 others were 
seriously injured, with 
only three escaping 
unhurt. A buoy now 
marks the site of the 
wreck. 

Porthcawl Museum 
was contacted earlier 
this year, on behalf of 
Solveig Synnpve 
Hanssen, the daughter 
of one of the Norwegian 
crewmen, seeking assis¬ 
tance in arranging a pri¬ 
vate ceremony in hon¬ 
our of her father. Anker 
Bernhard Bemhardsen, 
and the other four crew 
members lost in the 
sinking. 

The remaining crew 
of 16 and Bert Gunn, 
the British ship’s pilot 
on board, were rescued 
by an RAF Air Sea res¬ 
cue launch stationed at 
Porthcawl, commanded 
by Flight Lieutenant 


Following the rescue. 
Fit Lt Lucas recovered 
SS Stalheim’s bell. 

Years later, under the 
terms of Mr Lucas’s 
will, the bell was pre¬ 
sented to Porthcawl 
Museum, where it is 
presently on display, 
together with other arti¬ 
facts. 

The ceremony took 
place on the morning 
tide, when Mrs Hanssen 
and her party were 
taken out on a boat 
kindly arranged by 
RNLI Port Talbot, and 
escorted by the lifeboat. 

This was a private 
moment for Mrs 
Hanssen to remember 
her father, whom she 
had last seen when she 
was a little girl of eight. 

In tribute, she read a 
poem and the family 
sang a Norwegian song 


and returning to shore. 

This was followed by 
a reception at the RNLI 
headquarters, attended 
by the Mayor of 
Porthcawl, Coun Alana 
Davies and her consort, 
Mr Brian Davies. 

The Mayor comment¬ 
ed that it was wonderful 
to be invited to share in 
such a moving event. 
She expressed her 
thanks for the huge 
effort that had gone into 
arranging the day’s 
events. 

Following words of 
thanks from Werner 
Hanssen, Mrs Hanssen’s 
son, the chairman of 
Porthcawl Museum, 
John David MBE, pre¬ 
sented her with a plaque 
made from Welsh slate 
to commemorate the 
occasion. 

Mr David said that he 
was pleased to welcome 
the Norwegian visitors 
and that he was very 
grateful for all the hard 
work carried out by 
museum committee 
members and the RNLI 
to make the day so suc¬ 
cessful. 

The party then trav¬ 
elled to Porthcawl 
Museum, where they 
were greeted by 
Bridgend MP Madeleine 


Porthcawl Museum chairman, John David MBE, 
presenting Solveig Synn0ve Hanssen 
with the commemorative plaque 
Moon, and viewed the The family expressed 


display in memory of 
the SS Stalheim. On 
behalf of the museum, 
the secretary, Ceri 
Joseph, gratefully 
accepted a book that the 
family had collated 
about the ship, and it 
will go on display soon. 

The day ended with a 
visit to Goytre 
Cemetery to lay a posy 
of flowers at the grave 
of Albin Andersen, 
whose body was the 
only one recovered.

THE COUNTDOWN STARTS FOR 
A NEW ‘WORLD CLASS’ SCHOOL 


THE count down has begun to the 
opening of a world-class school 
and community facility in 
Bridgend county borough. 

The design for the £34m Coleg 
Cymunedol Y Dderwen has already 
received a five-star ‘Outstanding’ rating 
from sustainable building specialists 
BREEAM. 

The new school is currently being con¬ 
structed in Tondu by the Leadbitter Group 
and will eventually replace the buildings 
currently occupied by Coleg Cymunedol Y 
Dderwen, which were the former Ogmore 
and Ynysawdre comprehensives. 

On schedule to open in September 2013, 
the new school will serve the catchment 


area of Ogmore and Garw valleys, plus the 
valleys gateway areas of Bridgend county 
borough, and is set to be one of the finest, 
most sustainable school buildings in the 
UK. 

And with just 12 months to go, members 
of Bridgend County Borough Council’s 
Cabinet joined Ogmore AM Janice 
Gregory and chair of governors Dai 
Jenkins to view the work so far and hear 
more about the outstanding facilities it will 
offer to its pupils and the surrounding 
community, as well as the economic bene¬ 
fits it has already brought to the area. 

Councillors were able to see how the 
school will not only offer an innovative 
learning environment but will also act as a 
community hub, which will give residents 


access to a wide range of dedicated com¬ 
munity facilities, child care provision and 
sports facilities. 

Excess electricity generated by a com¬ 
bined heat and power system at the nearby 
Ynysawdre Sports Centre will also be 
channelled into the school.

A total of 119 local 
businesses responded to 
the survey. 

The Conservatives 
claimed almost 9 in 10 
(87.1 per cent) said that 
more could be done by 
the Welsh Government to 
stimulate growth in the 
economy. 

The Conservatives 
also claimed that 20 per 
cent of local businesses 
surveyed had been 
offered support by the 
Welsh Government, with 
more than a quarter of 
those who had (27 per 
cent) feeling that the 
experience was poor or 


very poor. They say 
respondents felt the 
process of applying for 
business support was 
complicated by excessive 
red tape and bureaucracy. 

Mr Davies said: 
“These alarming findings 
will concern a First 
Minister whose govern¬ 
ment already have a rep¬ 
utation for lethargy. 

“Vale businesses are 
being let down by a lack 
of support from the 
Welsh Government, and 
by a system of support 
that is too complicated 
and overwhelmed by red 
tape and regulation.” 


Businesses were asked 
to describe their experi¬ 
ences applying to the 
Welsh Government for 
support, with 11.2 per 
cent of respondents hav¬ 
ing done so. A total of 
61.6 per cent of those 
were happy with the sup¬ 
port they were eventually 
offered, but many felt 
that the process was too 
complicated and time- 
consuming. 

Several respondents 
complained of having to 
employ consultants to

The survey also asked 
local businesses to out¬ 
line what action they 
would like to see from 
the Welsh Government to 
stimulate growth in the 
local economy. 

Of the 119 businesses 
who had responded by 
early September, 33 
called for better access to 
grants and financial sup¬ 
port; 21 wanted reduced 
red tape; 19 cited extend¬ 
ing business rate relief as 
a top priority; and 16 
called for better commu¬ 
nication of existing pack¬ 
ages of support. 

Mr Davies said: “This 
feedback clearly demon¬ 
strates that the Welsh 
Government has the 
levers at its disposal to 
support businesses in the 
Vale through these diffi¬ 
cult economic times, and 
underlines how impor¬ 
tant community engage¬ 
ment of this kind is. 

“The Welsh 

Conservatives remain 
committed to abolishing 
business rates for all 
small businesses, slash¬ 
ing red tape, and to 
ensuring that Wales 
becomes a business 
friendly nation.”

Even if two are cho¬ 
sen, it is expected that 
there will be a strong 
lobby from AMs and 
MPs near Merthyr for the 
Prince Charles hospital 
to be a regional centre. 

Byron Davies, the 
Welsh Conservative 
Regional AM for South 
Wales West, claimed that 
if the Princess of Wales 
does not become a 
regional centre, its A & E 
department will be 
downgraded to a minor 
injuries unit, the current 
doctor-led maternity unit 
will become a midwife- 
led unit, and the chil¬ 
dren’s ward will go - to 
be replaced by a paedi¬ 
atric assessment unit. 

Mr Davies said that it 
was an appalling sce¬ 
nario. 

He said: “All of this is 
happening because the 
Welsh Labour 

Government, led by 
Bridgend AM Carwyn 
Jones, has decided to 
chop £534m from the 
health service in Wales 
over three years. 

“I urge Carwyn to put 
his money where his 
mouth is and start fight¬ 
ing for the people of his 


own constituency - for 
the heart attack and 
stroke victims who will 
have to be ferried good¬ 
ness knows how many 
extra miles before reach¬ 
ing hospital; for the 
mothers-to-be who face 
being taken by ambu¬ 
lance to other hospitals if 
complications occur 
when they are in labour; 
for the sick children who 
will be taken miles away 
if they need hospitalisa¬ 
tion. 

“How many lives will 
be lost because of the 
delays that these changes 
will cause in getting 
patients treated? The fig¬ 
ure is incalculable. 

“I shudder to think 
what the consequences 
will be”. 

Bridgend AM Carwyn 
Jones said: “"It is early 
days and the document 
does not set out clearly 
which recommendation 
may be taken forward for 
A&E at the Princess of 
Wales. 

“Myself and Janice 
Gregory, AM for 
Ogmore, will be keeping 
a close watch on devel¬ 
opments, and encourage 
everybody to make their 
contribution to the con¬ 
sultation.”

The Conservative 
Leader in the Assembly, 
Andrew RT Davies, who 
lives in the Vale, said he 
was concerned that any 
downgrading of services 
in Bridgend could affect 
constituents in the west¬ 
ern Vale. 

“I am extremely con¬ 
cerned at the idea that 
local patients could be 
forced to travel further 
for life-saving treatment. 

“Services should be 
organised with access for 
those in need a primary 
factor in any changes 
being considered. 

“It is clear that for 
many patients in the 
Vale, the opposite will in 
fact be true. 

He added: “Aneurin 
Be van would be turning 
in his grave if he were 
witness to Labour’s 
appalling mismanage¬ 
ment of the Welsh NHS.” 

Ogmore AM, Janice 
Gregory,said: “My prior¬ 
ity is to ensure safe, sus¬ 
tainable services for my 
constituents in the future. 

“I would urge every¬ 
one to contribute to this 
consultation so that the 
Health Board clearly 
understands the needs of 
our area.” 

A spokeswoman for 
ABMU Trust said: 

“Health boards across 
south Wales, included 
ABMU, have started a 
public dialogue about 
ideas to make NHS serv¬ 
ices safer, more reliable 
and better able to pro¬ 
vide high quality care. 

“As well as reviewing 
our own services through 
‘Changing for the 
Better’, four health 
boards in south Wales 
have been jointly looking 
at some particularly 
fragile services through 
a clinician-led project 
called the South Wales 
programme - this 
includes emergency med¬ 
icine, maternity and chil¬ 
dren 's services. 

“The NHS in Wales, 
and the rest of the UK, 
has a chronic shortage of 
doctors which is making 
some services very vul¬ 
nerable. This isn’t the 
only challenge facing us. 

“The NHS is based on 
a 50-year-old blueprint 
not designed for today’s 
healthcare demands. 

“We have an increas¬ 


ing number of frail and 
elderly patients who 
need a lot of care. There 
are ever more people 
with long-term illnesses 
like diabetes. 

“There are also major 
issues around unhealthy 
lifestyles. Too many peo¬ 
ple are overweight, 
smoke and drink too 
much. The NHS also 
faces huge financial 
pressures. 

“So, we have to find 
ways to overcome these 
challenges. We can’t 
afford to ignore them, or 
services could collapse. 

“Over the past few 
months, over 300 senior 
clinicians (doctors, nurs¬ 
es, midwives, therapists) 
from across south Wales 
have worked together to 
put forward their sugges¬ 
tions as to how services 
can be safely and effi¬ 
ciently run. 

“These ideas include 
having regional centres 
which provide 24/7 
emergency medicine, 
consultant-led maternity 
and in-patient children's 
services. 

“The majority of care 
would continue to be 
delivered locally, but we 
need to make better use 
of our staff, especially 
doctors. This means that 
sometimes, patients 
might need to travel a bit 
further. 

“However, the trade¬ 
off is that they will see 
expert teams offering a 
safe and reliable service. 

“No decisions have 
been made about where 
those regional centres 
would be; and we would 
like to stress that these 
are only ideas at the 
moment. 

“We have recently 
started our engagement 
process to enable us to 
hear as many people’s 
views as possible to help 
shape firm proposals. 

“We are holding pub¬ 
lic information days 
across the ABMU area 
and encourage people to 
visit our website, 
WWW. changingforthebet- 
ter.org.uk where there is 
much more information. 

“Early next year, we 
hope to take more 
detailed proposals to for¬ 
mal consultation. ” 


Mother walks free 
after appeal verdict 


A mother jailed after her 
children complained to 
social services that she had 
smacked them, has been 
freed after a judge said her 
actions were no worse than 
those of “many loving and 
caring parents throughout 
the land.” 

The Vale mother had carried out 
“excessive chastisement” on four 
occasions on two of her sons over 
the space of seven years, London 
Criminal Appeal Court heard. 

The woman was sentenced to 
18 months by Judge David Wynn 
Morgan at Cardiff Crown Court 
on July 16, after pleading guilty to 
four counts of cruelty to a person 


under 16. 

Appeal judges. Lord Justice 
Elias, Mr Justice Coulson and Mrs 
Justice Thirlwall, ordered she be 
freed. 

Her barrister, Ruth Smith, told 
the court she was arrested after 
one son made a false allegation to 
social services that she had 
attacked him and caused him 
bruising. The child later admitted 
that was a lie he had told to get 
more contact with his estranged 
father. 

During, investigations, howev¬ 
er, it came to light that she had 
slapped her son in the face during 
an argument in 2010, had banged 
two of her sons’ heads together for 
fighting, and had also slapped two 
of her sons in 2003. 


Lord Justice Elias said: “An 
offender must be sentenced only 
for what she has been found guilty 
of. 

“We think that the premise of 
the sentence imposed by the judge 
was incorrect. 

“If he had focused on the par¬ 
ticular incidents, only one of 
which caused physical injury, 
while the others may be seen as 
chastisement going beyond its 
bounds, a sentence of 18 months 
was too long. 

“We think the judge took his 
eye off the ball.” 

He concluded: “We think the 
right thing to do now would be to 
give her a sentence of five months 
imprisonment, that would secure 
her immediate release.”

“However, this could 
now be at risk, as fund¬ 
ing from central gov¬ 
ernment falls, and coun¬ 
cils across Wales exam¬ 
ine their budgets.”

Ty Hafan lottery

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Looper strikes a blow for 
original, intelligent cinema 


F rom ws 

small-screen 
beginnings as 
Tommy in Third 
Rock From The 
Sun, Joseph 
Gordon Levitt has 
turned into quite 
the movie actor. 

Gripping, independ¬ 
ent fare such as 
Mysterious Skin has bal¬ 
anced out with quirky 
romantic comedy in 
(500) Days Of Summer, 
and even big budget 
blockbusters like The 
Dark Knight Rises, 
Levitt standing out in 
terms of his quality and 
dependability. 

He re-teams with his 
Brick director Rian 
Johnson in Looper, 
where he plays Joe, a 
‘looper’ who is 
employed to kill people 
sent back through time 
on behalf of the mob. 
However, when he is 
asked to kill his older 
self (played by Bruce 
Willis), it sets in motion 
a chain of events that 
threatens to change the 
future... 

I’m doing the plot of 
Looper a disservice 
with the above synopsis, 
having pared down a 
dense and intricately 
constructed story into 
its most basic parts. 

Fundamentally, it’s a 
time-travel film with 
notions of fate and life, 
but penned and directed 


by Rian Johnson, it 
becomes something 
even more satisfying 
and enjoyable - a film 
that manages to balance 
spectacle and story with 
a good dose of intelli¬ 
gence and, in a sea of 
adaptations and sequels, 
stands out with its indi¬ 
viduality. 

Johnson’s previous 
forays on the big screen 
include the quirky The 
Brothers Bloom and the 
clever high-school-set 
noir of Brick, but while 
Looper has little in 
common with these 
films, tonally the hall¬ 
marks of Johnson are all 
over it. 

The dialogue is 
sharply written, the 
plotting watertight. The 
complexities of time 
travel are well negotiat¬ 
ed by Johnson, who 
manages to avoid nearly 
all the pitfalls that come 
with the genre and 
makes the story feel sat¬ 
isfying and engaging 
while never spoon feed¬ 
ing the viewer. 

Visually, Johnson 
makes the step up seam¬ 
lessly, giving the future 
a realistic, gritty sheen 
but throwing in little 
elements that evoke the 
sense of the future, 
while the dark, gloomy 
world looks beautiful 
yet dangerous. Johnson 
also handles the more 
spectacular scenes styl¬ 
ishly, giving another 
dimension to match the

heavy narrative - 
Johnson really is on top 
form here. 

Casting actors of the 
quality of Joseph 
Gordon Levitt and 
Bruce Willis certainly 
does the film no harm, 
the pair bringing out 
different facets of the 
same character while 
maintaining the integri¬ 
ty. 

Levitt, wearing pros¬ 
thetics that make him 
look closer to a younger 
Willis, captures the 
headstrong callow youth 
of Joe, whose life holds 
no importance beyond a 
fleeting affair with a 
stripper, his job and a 
low-level drug depend¬ 
ency. Willis manages to 
take on board Levitt’s 
turn and add the sadness 
of opportunities missed 
and wrong decisions 


made, coupled with an 
opportunity to change 
things for the better. 

Both actors are on 
fine form here and 
deliver strong perform¬ 
ances that sit well, 
while in supporting 
turns, the likes of Emily 
Blunt, Jeff Daniels, Paul 
Dano and, in a mes¬ 
merising turn, young 
Pierce Gagnon, all shine 
when required to in a 
superbly acted piece. 

In an age of unorigi¬ 
nality, Looper stands 
out like a beacon, and 
with all the elements in 
place, delivers the 
goods. A film of sub¬ 
stance and quality, 
Looper is one of the 
finest films of the year. 
VERDICT - Looper is 
an example of 
Hollywood getting it 
right. Rian Johnson’s 
originality and ingenu¬ 
ity makes for a mes¬ 
merising Him that is 
only helped by excel¬ 
lent turns from the 
likes of Joseph Gordon 
Levitt, Bruce Willis 
and Emily Blunt, and 
cannot be lauded 
enough. Highly recom¬ 
mended.

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P ASSMORES has 
warned that 
dying intestate - 
without having written 
a will - can result in 
added difficulties for 
your family at a very 
sad time, and may also 
lead to unintended 
consequences. 

Miss Carli Evans of 
Passmores said: “There 
are many misunder¬ 
standings about dying 
intestate. 

“Everything doesn’t 
necessarily pass auto¬ 
matically to your 
spouse. 

“The laws vary 
depending on the 
deceased’s family cir¬ 
cumstances and the con¬ 
tent of their estate. 

“If you don’t write a 
will, your property will 
be divided between your 
spouse, if you have one, 
and other family mem¬ 
bers, in accordance with 
strict rules - which may 
not be at all what you 
would have wanted. 

“Many people have 
quite complicated fami¬ 
ly lives these days, and 
if you want to make 
sure that your property 
goes to the people you 
want to have it, you 
need to write a will.” 

The Law Society 
urges people to write a 
will, and points out that 
couples who are neither 
married nor in a civil 
partnership should make 
sure they have written a 
will, otherwise their 
partner will not benefit 
under the intestacy 
rules. 

The president of the 
Law Society, Lucy 
Scott-Moncrieff said: “I 
know that many people 
assume that because 
they have lived together 


for many years, they 
have certain rights to 
their partner’s estate - 
and that if their partner 
dies, they will be treated 
the same way under the 
intestacy rules as mar¬ 
ried couples or those in 
a civil partnership. 

“They won’t... In 
order to receive a share 
in their partner’s estate, 
they will need to go 
court to make a claim. 

“ The easier option 
for cohabiting couples is 
to make a will before¬ 
hand.” 

The society has 
warned that anyone 
writing a will should 
use a solicitor and avoid 
the many unregulated 
will-writers who 
have hit the headlines 


for shoddy work. 

Lucy Scott-Moncrieff 
added: “Not only are 
will-writers unregulated, 
some are not properly 
insured, nor are they 
covered by the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Legal 
Ombudsman. 

“So your family will 
have no redress after 
you die, if it turns out 
that the will does not do 
what you wanted it to 
do.”

Food festival 
announces 
‘tweaks’ to 
car parking 


PREPARATIONS 
for the 2012 
Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival 
on October 27 and 
28 are well under 
way; and festival 
organisers have 
released details 
about the new park¬ 
ing and traffic 
arrangements for 
the weekend’s 
events. 

The Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival com¬ 
mittee have acted on 
feedback provided by 
traders, visitors, 

exhibitors and residents. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Following comments 
that traders would benefit 
if visitors could alight the 
park and ride buses in the 
centre of town, the Vale 
Council has approved the 
use of the town centre 
bus stops on the High 
Street. 

“It is hoped that this 
development will 

encourage more visitors 
into town centre shops, 
particularly if traders are 
offering special festival 
events or offers.” 

The timetable of buses 
will be clearly marked 
and will go every half 
hour from each of the 
stops. 

The Park and Ride 
sites remain the same:- 
Cowbridge School if 
travelling from Cardiff 
direction or Llwynhelig 
Farm, just off the A48 
from the Bridgend direc¬ 
tion. 

The Park and Ride 
system remains free of 
charge for all to encour¬ 
age as many to use this 
facility as possible. 

The spokeswoman 
continued: “The commit¬ 
tee has also responded to 
feedback that the town 
hall car park should be 
freed for visitors to the 
town. 

“This year, the front 
right-hand section will 
no longer be used for 
demonstration vehicles, 
and the Vale Council has 
agreed this will be used 
as increased designated 
disabled parking for the 
duration of the festival. 

“Exhibitors will now 
be directed to other park¬ 
ing sites and if they are 


found to be parking in the 
town hall car park, the 
penalty will be that they 
won’t be invited to attend 
in 2013.” 

Cowbridge Food and 
Drink Festival event 
manager, Polly Wilson, 
said: “Tweaks to parking 
and traffic arrangements 
are made annually to 
ensure the festival runs 
as smoothly as possible 
for everyone involved. 

“We are hugely grate¬

They departed from 
Plymouth on September 
1 on a challenge that 
will take them more 
than 3,000 miles around 
the British coastline 
before finishing back in 
Plymouth this weekend. 
Monday’s stretch of the 
journey was approxi¬ 
mately 97 miles. 

Chief Inspector Andy 
Morgan of Bridgend 
Police Station led the 
team of police officers, 
and he spoke of the 
pride of being able to 
help out such a worthy 
cause.
